Inspector approves development of historic attraction 


PLANS to redevelop Greenwich Market 
have been given the go ahead by a 
planning inspector. 

Greenwich Hospital Estates won an appeal 
to the Secretary of State for Communities and 
Local Government last week. 

Their plan to revamp the covered market with 
a hotel, new shops and offices was unanimously 
turned down by the council last summer. The 
charity made a number of revisions to its plan 
and appealed the decision in September. 

Councillor Ray Walker, the Chair of 
Greenwich Council’s Planning Board, said it 
was “regrettable” that the new Secretary of 
State had come down on the side of Greenwich 
Hospital Estates - when the coalition 
government is apparently championing the 
right of local people to manage their own 
affairs. 

Cllr Walker added: “Localism is a word which 
seems to be increasingly deployed but carries 
very little actual meaning for the government.” 

And he said: “This appeal gives the green 
light to a scheme totally out of keeping with the 
history and architecture of Greenwich Town 
Centre and which simply is not of a sufficiently 
high standard for a World Heritage Site.” 

The appeal hearing and revised planning 
application was put before an independent 
planning inspector last September, soon 
after Greenwich Council’s Planning Board 
had reaffirmed councillors’ opposition to the 
scheme.

100-year-old Meta's recipe for a long life 


the Mayor of 
Greenwich had a 
lot to talk about 
on her 100th 
birthday

IT was a very special day for 
Meta Mynard last Tuesday 
(January 18) when Mayor 
of Greenwich Barbara 
Barwick arrived at her 
sheltered council home at 
Littleheath, Charlton, with 
a large basket of flowers 
to help Meta celebrate her 
100th birthday. 

“Mum had an absolutely 
marvellous time and chatted 
to the Mayor non-stop for an 
hour-and-a-half,” said Meta’s 
daughter Julia Hogarth. “She 
told the Mayor all about her 
childhood in Canning Town, 
and being a lifelong supporter 
of West Ham, and the scarves 
she still knits for a charity 
that helps people in Moldova 
in Eastern Europe. 

“The Mayor joined in to sing 
happy birthday to her, and 
mum loved it because she 
enjoys singing herself, and 
knows all the wartime songs 
by Vera Lynn as well as pre- 
war ones.” 

Meta, who has been at 
Littleheath for 10 years, lived in 
Greenwich and Woolwich after 
moving south of the river after 


the Second World War with her 
husband Douglas, who died in 
1984. 

She shared with GT her secret 
for good health and a long life: 
“It’s eating good food every 
day, always with fresh cabbage, 
carrots and fruit, and lots of 
walking and lots of hard work,” 
she said. “My motto is ‘always 


look on the bright side’.” 

She added: “I can’t believe 
that the Mayor came and sat 
and talked to me for all that 
time. We had a lot in common 
because she said she was also 
from the other side of the river. 

“We talked about anything 
and everything, and I’m so 
pleased she made a point of 


coming to see me and staying 
for so long.” 

A celebration party was being 
planned at Littleheath for 
Saturday when five generations 
of Meta’s family were due to 
join her, including her two 
great-great-grand-daughters, 
Maisie and Lily. 
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Council Tax 
won’t rise 


Rate at same level for third year in a row 


COUNCIL tax rates in Greenwich 
are set to be frozen again, despite 
the most severe cuts ever seen 
to government funding for local 
services. 

A recommendation due to be 
discussed this evening (Tuesday) by the 
council’s Cabinet would see the seventh 
freeze in the past 13 years in the amount 
of Council Tax that householders pay 
for borough services. 

The decision is being taken against 
a backdrop of the highest level of 
government cuts ever seen, and 
councillors are continuing to face tough 
decisions over the funding of local 
services, and over support to voluntary 
organisations. 

The overall reduction in government 
funding for Greenwich is estimated at 
£63m over the next four years. 

Council Leader Chris Roberts said: 
“These cuts in central government 
funding are unprecedented, and like 
councils up and down the country 
we are faced in Greenwich with some 
extremely difficult decisions. 

“It is simply not going to be possible 
to maintain all the services that 
residents have been able to use in the 


past. However, our track record of being 
prudent with public money over many 
years stands us in good stead and will 
help to ensure that we continue to offer 
the key services that are relied upon by 
the most vulnerable in our community.” 

Councillors have agreed a set of clear 
principles that are helping to guide their 
funding decisions. These are all aimed at 
ensuring that the council maintains the 
highest possible quality and efficient 
services, while seeking to keep increases 
in Council tax to a minimum. 

Therefore the council will aim to: 

• prioritise key services, in particular 
those provided to children and 
vulnerable adults, as well as those that 
underpin the quality of life in the public 
realm and support reductions in violent 
crime 

• maximise efficiencies across the 
council and those that can be secured 
through joint working with other public 
bodies 

• reduce budgets from the back office 
first while protecting the front line, 
which will be cut last 

• maintain reserves at a prudent level - 
this allows the council to maintain and 
deliver service stability, deliver longer 
term plans and respond to a range of

Greenwich World Heritage site each year, 
and the covered market is recognised as 
an important part of the attraction. 

Councillors believe a 104-bed hotel on 
the upper floors will not be in harmony 
with the rest of the landmark which dates 
back to the early 1800s. 

Cllr Walker added: “It is particularly 
unfortunate that the application will 
permit the Greenwich Hospital Estates 


to alter the heart of Greenwich Town 
Centre - just as we have shown off all its 
charms to the millions of visitors in 2012 
- and who, instead of being encouraged to 
return, will avoid the building site that 
the Greenwich Hospital Estate will turn 
the town into”.

The total level of savings approved 
so far by councillors is £27. 198m, and 
proposals for a further £12m of savings 
are due to be considered at tonight’s 
meeting.

The 
council has kept groups in the picture 
over recent months, making clear that 
overall reductions to the voluntary 
sector will be on a similar scale to those 
the council is facing. 

Outline proposals on funding for the 
voluntary sector are being presented 
to councillors this week, with more 
detailed decisions to be taken next 
month.

MOTOR neurone disease patient 
Mick Gordelier is more than 
two-thirds of the way towards 
raising £30,000 to fund a 
nurse for Greenwich & Bexley 
Community Hospice. 

The 55-year-old father of 
three launched his appeal in 
October at the hospice’s silver 
anniversary celebrations, when 
a short promotional film was 
screened in which he recalled 
the moment he was diagnosed 
and had to leave his job and tell 
his family the news. 

That was seven years ago, and 
the former black cab driver was 
given up to three years to live. 
The disease causes wastage of 
the muscles leading to loss of 
mobility in the limbs. He has 
now been attending the Day 
Centre at the hospice on Bostall 
Hill, Abbey Wood, every week 
for the past three years. 

Mick was so impressed with the 
care he receives from the hospice 
that he decided to launch an 


appeal to fund a nurse. So far, he 
has helped to raise £21,000 by 
telling his story and encouraging 
others to give to the hospice. 

He says that he has outlived his 
diagnosis due to his positive 
attitude. “The level of care, 
support and friendship I 
receive is magnificent and I’ve 
made many friends from all 
walks of life,” he said. “The 
hospice nurses are talented 
and dedicated; they work 
unsociable hours but are always 
professional and sincere. All 
the care the hospice provides is 
completely free of charge and 
yet they have to raise most of 
their funding from local people - 
people like you and me.”

Young people run Roman-themed exhibition

YOU can be just like Dr Who, and 
time travel back 2,000 years to 
Roman times and find out what life 
was like in Greenwich at that time. 

‘Culture Shock: Roman Greenwich’ is 
an exhibition starting today (Tuesday, 
January 25) at the Greenwich Heritage 
Centre in Woolwich. The free display 
gives a fascinating insight into everyday 
life during the Roman occupation. 
It is part of the London 2012 Cultural 
Olympiad programme called Stories of 
the World, which is the biggest youth 
engagement project ever undertaken by 
UK museums. 

It is the first time that an exhibition 
like this has been put together entirely 
by young people. The two young curators 
are Zana Wilberforce, who is studying in 
the 6 th form at Thomas Tallis School, and 
Alice Horton, who is doing A-levels at 
Greenwich Community College. 

Alice, 16, from Eltham said: “It was 
so interesting learning about local 
history and what was around before as 
it helps us understand the way things 
are now. It was incredible to learn how 
different Greenwich was, particularly the 
landscape with so much wildlife such as 
bears and wolves. It’s also given me a 
really good insight into how museums 
work and the importance of looking after 
collections properly.” 

And Zana, 18, from Greenwich, added: 
“I absolutely love history and learning 
about where you’ve been brought up all

your life. I learnt so much on Roman 
daily life, leisure, their hobbies and how 
their fashion styles relate to modern day 
style. It’s the first time I have ever done 
anything like this and would like to get 
involved even more.” 


This exhibition was inspired by the 
Roman occupation of what is now 
Greenwich, as well as a Roman ‘fashion 
show’ and performance involving 
Greenwich Community College, 
Greenwich Dance Agency, Greenwich 
and Lewisham Young People’s Theatre 
and Greenwich Theatre, last November. 
It combines modern fashion, set designs 
and photographs of the performance 
with Roman objects from the museum’s 
collection including material from the 
Roman Temple in Greenwich Park. 

Cllr John Fahy, Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for culture and 
Olympics, encouraged local people to 
visit the exhibition. 

He said: “This is a fantastic opportunity 
for our residents and visitors to experience 
first-hand what Roman Greenwich was 
really like. It is also important that young 
people can engage in our heritage and 
learn how it has impacted life today. 
Events like this help to demonstrate the 
legacy that London 2012 is creating for 
local residents. 

“Young people are being inspired by the 
cultural and sporting opportunities it is 
providing and it is heartening to see yet 
more local residents being inspired by the 
Olympic spirit.” 

“’Culture Shock: Roman Greenwich’ is 
giving local young people the opportunity 
to work with museum staff and to explore, 
interpret and be inspired by museums, 
giving a new perspective on the stories 
that they tell us about.” 

The exhibition runs until Saturday, 
March 19.

STUDENTS from 
St Paul’s Academy, 
Abbey Wood, were 
coached by sporting 
superstars and then 
became television 
stars themselves - all 
on the same day. 

The event marked 
the recent opening of 
the school’s One-Wall 
Handball facility. This 
sport is played all over 
the world, but is largely 
unknown in England. 

Stars from the England 
team includes Police Sgt 
Marianne Rees, from 
the Eltham North Safer 
Neighbourhoods Team, 
and graphic designer 
Kerry White from 
Orpington. The two train 
regularly at St Paul’s. 

“It’s really great 
being able to train here 
because it’s very local for 
both of us,” said Kerry, 
who is also the national 
champion for Eton Fives, 
a similar game that also 
uses a rubber ball like a 
large squash ball. 

Marianne added: “We 
came fourth in the World 
Ladies Federation Cup 
tournament, narrowly 
missing out on third 
place. This year we 
want to do even better, 
and we are hoping to 
promote the sport as 
much as possible to get 


more people playing 
and to increase our 
sponsorship. We will be 
training every week at 
St Paul’s and want more 
local people to come 
along to the practices as 
well. One-Wall Handball 
is a great sport - very 
energetic and good fun.” 

Niall McCann, director 
of sport at St Paul’s, said 
the event was designed 
to boost interest and 
participation in One- 
Wall Handball. 

“My role here is to 
see how sport can help 
improve students’ 
learning, and having 
the two local England 
players coming to 
train is fantastic and 
encourages our pupils,” 
said Niall. 

“One-Wall Handball is 
on the curriculum at St 


Paul’s, with 60 boys and 
30 girls playing regularly. 
My goal is to take two 
or three teams-of-four to 
the All-Ireland One-Wall 
Championships in July.” 

Two 20ft by 16ft handball 
walls were built in the 
school’s gym last year 
by Niall’s father Francie, 
a master tradesman 
who came over from 
Fermanagh, Ireland, to 
carry out the work. This 
included decorating 
the plywood walls with 
professional logos. 
Niall then arranged for 
Paul Brady, the three 
times World Handball 
Champion, to officially 
open the two walls and 
hold coaching sessions for 
the students. 

“It was just fantastic 
having him here,” said 
Niall, who was brought 


up playing Handball 
and won several Ulster 
Championships during 
his time playing the 
sport back in Ireland. 
“After the workshops 
it has really taken off 
here. We want to open 
up the sport to the local 
community, so we have 
started a club. 

“There’s an after- 
school session for kids 
on Wednesdays and 
Thursdays, as well as 
sessions for men and 
women on Wednesday 
evenings and Sunday 
afternoons.”

Hospice hit by cable thieves 


STAFF at Greenwich & Bexley 
Community Hospice were left 
without external email and 
internet for five days after an 
attempt by thieves to steal 
underground copper cabling. 

It halted the internet service 
for staff at the hospice on 
Bostall Hill, Abbey Wood. 

The attempted cable 
theft, believed to be in 
the Mottingham area, was 
condemned by hospice chief 
executive Kate Heaps. She told 
GT: “It left the hospice without 


essential communication for 
the best part of a week. This 
impacted on all of our staff and 
many volunteers, disrupting 
important communication 
between the hospice and the 
people we support and care for. 
The hospice has a disaster 
recovery plan in place for 
events such as this, but 
unfortunately complete theft 
of cable is an event which is 
difficult to mitigate against.” 
John Wheatley, the IT support 
technician at the hospice, said: 


“It all comes down to the fact 
that copper is worth around 
£4,500 a tonne. 

“Our doctors, community 
nurses, patients and their 
relatives often use modern, 
instant communications in 
order to provide support or 
receive referrals. 

“The perpetrators obviously do 
not think about the impact on 
the hospice or to the quality of 
life of the people we care for.”

She added: “Aside from 
the children benefiting 
from the health side of 
competitive sports they 
also benefit with learning 
interactive social skills 
with children from other 
areas of the borough.

Cool2Care, a home care service for 
families with disabled children will 
use its £1,000 to create more events 
and opportunities to help those in 
need. 

The organisation’s Helen Allen said: 
“It will make a long-term difference 
to families. We want to help more 
families and give more employment 
to care workers.” 

Steve Cronin, NatWest’s senior 
bank manager for Woolwich, 
said the company was eager for 
volunteering opportunities for their 
staff who were “trying to help the 
community”.

Last chance to claim 
pregnancy grant 


A ONE-OFF tax-free payment to 
expectant mums came to an end 
of January 1. 

The Health in Pregnancy 
Grant was worth £190 and 
was introduced in April 2009 
to help with the wider costs of 
pregnancy in the run-up to the 
birth. 

But mums-to-be may still be 
able to get the grant if they 
reached the 25th week of their 
pregnancy before January 1 
2011. It is paid on top of any 
other benefits and tax credits 
you already get. 

To qualify, you must: 

• have received health advice 
during your pregnancy from 


your doctor, midwife or health 
visitor; and 
• satisfy the residence 
conditions. 

To claim, ask for a claim form 
at your GP surgery or health 
centre or call the Health in 
Pregnancy Grant Helpline on 
0845 366 7885 (or 0845 366 7886 
for textphone users). The form 
will need to be signed by your 
GP or midwife and sent off 
within 31 days of them signing 
it otherwise you could miss out 
on this payment. 

Women who are pregnant 
or recently had a baby, may 
be able to claim a range of 
benefits depending on their 


circumstances. 

To check if you are missing out 
on extra help, call Greenwich 
Council’s Welfare Rights

6375 for a free benefits check 
(or 18001 020 8921 6375 for 
textphone users).

In the meantime NHS 
Greenwich is running a 
mobile unit where smokers 
can get their lungs tested 
as well as advice from stop 
smoking advisers.

H EALTH experts are 
challenging smokers to 
find out how old their 
lungs are as part of a new 
year campaign to help them kick 
the habit. 

They are running simple breath tests 
which can work out someone’s lung ‘age’ 
during a nine-week roadshow which was 
launched at ASDA in Charlton last week. 

As part of the roadshow a mobile 
testing unit will be visiting locations 
across Greenwich until March 12. 

The unit will offer smokers free lung 
age tests, as well as support and advice 
to help them quit permanently there and 
then on the mobile unit, or by signposting 
them to their nearest stop smoking 
support with a GP or pharmacist. 

Dr Hilary Guite, the director of public 


health at NHS Greenwich, said: “Finding 
out their lung age can often be a wake-up 
call. We know that smokers who are told 
their lung age are twice as likely to quit, 
compared with those who are simply 
given information about the dangers of 
smoking.” 

She added: “Many smokers make a 
new year resolution to quit, which is 
great. But it can be very difficult to keep 
motivated over the weeks that follow. 
That’s why NHS Greenwich is running 
a nine-week ‘How old are your lungs?’ 
roadshow across the borough, A lung 
age test can be the motivation smokers 
need to decide to give up for good.” 

During the launch event the mobile 
unit was visited by Charlton Athletic 
Football Club player Lewis Perkins, and 
Greenwich councillor Peter Kotz, the 
cabinet member for health, adults and 
older people. 


They were joined by Michael 
Crossingham, who used to smoke 
between 40 and 50 cigarettes a day, but 
has now given up following support from 
NHS Greenwich. 

Michael, who lives in Thamesmead, 
said: “I had smoked since I was a 
teenager, and it was definitely beginning 
to affect the way I felt. I had tried to give 
up before, but this time I was determined. 

“My wife Sandy and I, who has also 
given up, went to the group sessions run 
by Kick the Habit, Charlton Athletic’s 
stop smoking programme, and it was 
their support that gave us the willpower 
to quit for good.” 

“The NHS Greenwich Stop Smoking 
Service has already supported more than 
11,000 smokers to quit over the past 10 
years. But smoking is still the biggest 
single cause of ill health in Greenwich, 
and last year 364 people died of smoking- 


related illnesses,” added Dr Guite. 

“The good news for smokers in 
Greenwich is that it is never too late 
to give up, and there’s plenty of free 
support available, from stop smoking 
groups, GPs and pharmacies, so that 
smokers don’t feel as if they are alone.”

HOW old are your lungs? It 
sounds a daft question, but 
residents in Greenwich are 
taking it seriously in their 
efforts to stop smoking. 

The dangers of smoking 
are known to everyone. But 
finding out how old their 
lungs are is proving to be one 
of the most effective wake-up 
calls. Simple breath tests are 
working out people’s lung age 
during a nine-week road show 
launched last week. 

A mobile testing unit will 
offer smokers free lung age 
tests and, if they want it, 
support and advice to help 
them quit permanently. We’ll 
sign them up on the spot, or 
direct them to the nearest 
relevant GP or pharmacist. 
This could be the ideal 
wake-up call because we 
know that smokers who are 
told their lung age are twice 
as likely to quit. 

It’s great when smokers 
make a New Year’s resolution 
to quit and a lung age test 
can be the motivation that 
helps them keep going. At 
our launch we were joined 
by someone who had given 
up after previously smoking 
40 to 50 cigarettes a day. He 
has smoked since he was a 


teenager but, along with his 
wife, he had quit as part of the 
‘Kick the Habit’ programme 
run by the Charlton Athletic 
Community Trust. 

The point is that we all need 
help and support when we 
make big decisions in life, and 
we all know that stopping 
smoking is one of the biggest 
and most difficult for some 
people to make. The NHS 
Stop Smoking Service in 
Greenwich has already helped 
more than 11,000 smokers 
to quit over the last 10 years 
with one to one support or 
in groups. It’s easy to get 
discouraged but it’s also true 
that it’s never too late to stop. 
Smokers don’t have to feel as 
if they are alone. There are 
lots of people out there to help 
and support them, including 
people who felt exactly as 
they do. 

The testing unit will move 
round five sites in the 
borough until March 12. Call

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise 

according to the law, particularly homeless people, 
and others with an urgent need to move for medical 
or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including 
those that are in priority bands A and B.

The Star and Garter plays host to comics and musicians with 
real pedigree at an open mic night where anything goes...

Hardee is at the helm of a new 
entertainment venture. 
Fridaymic is a weekly shindig 
on at The Star and Garter on 
Greenwich Park Street and is 
a mix of comedy, poetry, music 
and theatre. 

It was founded by Steve 
Bowditch and a couple of 
pals who call themselves ‘We 
Should Get A Boat’. 

It’s an off-the-wall moniker in 
keeping with surrealist comic 
Steve, who used to perform the 
‘Balloon Dance’ with Hardee 
at his flagship venue Up The 
Creek, with only a balloon 
covering his modesty. 

Steve’s material is not as 
risque these days, and in fact 
there is a hard and fast rule 
for any comics that want play 
Fridaymic: “No blue stuff’, 
says Steve firmly. “It’s a family 
pub - but that’s the only rule we 
have. 

“It’s harder to be funny without 
doing the ‘mucky stuff,” he 
admits. “I told the rules to one 
comic who turned up, and he 
said ‘Well I’ve got no act left 
then!”’ 

Malcolm Hardee was 
responsible for the Tunnel Club 
(now closed) then later opened 
Up The Creek. He drowned in 


2005 after falling from a rowing 
boat on the way home from 
his floating pub, the Wibbley 
Wobbley. Steve admits that 
Hardee’s approach influenced 
the way that he went about 
putting on the night at the Star 
and Garter. 

“Malcolm didn’t muck about 
much - when he wanted to 
get something done, he got it 
done,” Steve added. 

“I don’t have a certain idea of 
what I think entertainment 
should be, at a lot of open mic 
nights you have to turn up and 
join a list, whereas we just try 
and fit people in where we can 
and make it all fit together. 
“It’s comedy and music - in 
fact it’s anything. We’ve had 
Rankin the Clown down 
from Deptford and he 
did a balancing act on 
three bits of builder’s 
pipe, and of course 
he eventually comes 
crashing down!” 

In a three-pronged 
attack, Steve’s 
right hand man at the 
avant garde night, Dickie 
Richardson sits at a ‘news 
desk’ and at points during 
the show bulletins 
are beamed 
into the 
pub ‘by 
satellite 
link’, while 


left-hand-man Paul the Poet 
recites poetry. 

“We’re the hosts of it, Dickie on 
news, me on comedy and Paul 
on esoteric poetry. 

“The three of us merged into 
this act we call We Should Get 
A Boat. It was called Project-P, 
but as we discovered there 
were hundreds of dubious 
companies on the internet with 
that name!” 

There is a surrealist element 
to the act. “We do modern 
day protest songs,” Steve 
explained. “One is about the 
injustice of having to use 
plastic glasses when you go 
outside of pubs on nice sunny 
days.

far. None! 

“Another thing we do is about 
action heroes and what would 
happen if they made a film 
about Mahatma Gandhi - 
Bruce Willis would probably 
get the role and he’d use an M16 
to get the British out!” 

While the evening is “dedicated 
to people from the community 
and surrounding areas”, acts 
have come in to play the Friday 
night bash from as far as Nepal 
and Australia. 

And Steve played at the annual 
celebration of old friend 
Malcolm Hardee’s life earlier 
this month at the Lord Hood. 
“He was very generous hearted 
man,” said the comic. “He’d 
open doors for anyone he could. 
People like Harry Enfield and 
Jo Brand. They’d turn up and 
he’d put them on. These days 
you’d have to jump through 
all sorts of hoops just to get an 
opening slot.”

MUSIC execs across the 
hXA country may have put orders 
for their new BMWs and Jags 
on hold amidst the news that 
album sales in 2010 declined for the 
sixth year on the bounce, and they 
will be looking for the year ahead to 
provide a much needed antidote to the 
continuing trend. 

So maybe it’s no surprise that 201 1 
sees some of the world’s biggest pop, 
rock, and hip-hop acts releasing even 
bigger albums in an attempt stem the 
flow of funds haemorrhaging from the 
flat-lining industry. 

In the gooey world of pop, albums are 
expected from former and current 
queens of the domain with both 
Britney Spears and Lady GaGa set for 
new releases in the first half of the 
year. While the former will be hoping 
that her phoenix-like resurrection 
continues following the commercial 
success of 2009’s Circus, the latter 
will simply be looking to continue 
where she left off with The Fame 
Monster when she releases the 
follow-up, Born This Way. 

Dr Dre, Kanye West and Jay-Z 
should all help to swell their labels’ 
coffers as well as there own zirconia 
encrusted bank accounts with their 
imminent offerings. Dre should finally 
release the severely overdue Detox, an 
album which has been in the making 
since 2003 and will represent the 
rapper’s first full length solo album 
for over a decade. Hip-Hop’s two 
other behemoths, Jay-Z and West, are 
also expected with the collaborative, 
Watch The Throne. Oh, and Vanilla Ice 
releases WTF at the end of the month 
- WOOTMM 


Perhaps the most hard hit of genres 
last year was rock, which had its worst 
outing in the singles market for over 
half a century and failed to register a 
single album in the end-of-year top 
100 for 2010. But then again, when 
you’re relying on Mumford and Sons to 
save a genre, you’re only ever going to 
be on the losing team. 

Several of the giants of the genre will 
be awakened from their slumber over 
the coming year with REM, Coldplay, 
The Strokes, Radiohead and Arctic 
Monkeys all having confirmed that the 
fruits of their studio labours will be 
bearing albums. It’s welcome news 
indeed for a section of the industry 
that has paid a heavy price for a lack 
of creativity over recent years and 
more importantly, there’s not a Kings 
Of Leon album in sight. 

While these may be the albums that 
the music industry is praying will froth 
up the market, some of the more 
interesting offerings lie away from 
the Hit Parade. The ever-creative and 
frankly irritatingly superb Jack White 
is set for yet another side project 
when he vocals on the intriguing, 
Rome. The long-in-the-making 
creation of super-producer Danger 
Mouse and Italian composer Daniele 
Luppi is confirmed for release some 
time this year and is apparently 
inspired by the scores of Ennio 
Morricone. 



Breaking convention 

Sun, sand, and er, consumer electronics were the order of the day 
at Las Vegas technology fare, CES. Alex Brooks reports 


HIDDEN away on 
^ m the outskirts of 
1 4 the vast Mojave 
desert in south 
west America 
is a sprawling 

city, so brightly lit by its neon 
clad streets that it is easily 
distinguishable from space. 
The roads are endlessly long 
and straight, the hotels tall 
and shiny and the weather is 
always too hot. 

Las Vegas (below) is home 
to gambling, drinking and 
all sorts of sordid adult 
entertainment, and at the 
start of every year Sin City 
is host to the Adult Video 
Awards. But alas, that is not 
what I’m going to write about. 
Right next door in the Las 
Vegas Convention Center (the 
largest in the world) is the 
Consumer Electronics Show. 
Running since the late 1960’s 
the Consumer Electronics 


Show, (CES for short) has 
seen pretty much every 
breakthrough in consumer 
technology. It is the pedestal 
for product introductions and 
in its history has seen the likes 
of Blu-ray, HD, the CD and my 
favourite Pong introduced on 
the massive show floor. This 
year however it was a slightly 
dull affair. In fact there was 
so little to write home about, 
that if you read my first last 
article on January 4 then I 
pretty much ousted all the 
manufactures ahead of time. 
You see CES is where the 
technology that you’ll buy in 
nine months or five years is 
seen first. For example Blu-ray 
was first demoed at CES in 
2004, yet the chances are 
you still don’t have a player 
sat under your TV. So I’ve 
done my best to write about 
something that isn’t tablets, 



3D TV or 
netbooks. But 
the problem is, 
that was pretty 
much all that 
CES consisted 
of this year. It 
was simply 3D, 

3D, and more 
3D. I’m talking 
TVs, camcorders, 
cameras, computer monitors 
and believe it or not, 3D 
phones. . . There was also a 
fair share of ridiculous to go 
around too, LG Electronics 
took to the stage and showed 
off a whole bunch of “smart 
appliances”, because we’ve 
always wanted to be able 
to communicate with the 
washing machine or fridge 
whilst getting a pedicure. . . 

I think my favourite in the 
“crazy” category is the TV Hat 
which is basically a baseball 
cap with a pull down visor 
that you can slide your iPod or 
iPhone into and receive what 
the company calls a “cinematic 
experience”. Whilst of course 
looking like a right idiot. 

To make things a little easier 
in finding what’s hot and 
what’s not amongst the 20,000 
products launched at CES 
this year there is an awards 
show hosted by the consumer 
electronics website CNET. 
‘Best of Show’ was awarded 
to the Motorola Xoom a tablet 
device running the latest 
version of Google’s Android 
software. Apparently this

display 
tablet capable 
of capturing 720p 
video and packing 
a processing chip suitable for 
a laptop is an iPad competitor. 
There was also the People’s 
Voice Award which went to the 
Razer Switchblade which is a 
concept device that resembles 
a netbook which has a virtual 
yet tactical keyboard. I don’t 
even really understand what 
this thing is myself. 

My favourite bit of kit at 
CES 2011 is the Casio Tryx. 
Although not the most perfect 
point-and-shoot camera, 
it is very small and very 
functional. Lacking from the 
Casio Tryx is optical zoom but 
this is somewhat made up by 
the inclusion of a powerful 
12-megapixel sensor and an 
ultrawide-angle lens. Oh, and 
of course the Tryx can record 
in full high-definition, but not 
in 3D. Fortunately. 


Endlessly imitating Winehouse? 


STRAIGHT out of Nefyn in north Wales, 

Duffy shot to fame with her five-time 
platinum debut album Rockferry featuring 
Bernard Butler as performer and co-writer, 
who has previously worked with Suede. 

It sold 6.5 million copies worldwide and 
her smoky retro-soul has since earned her 
comparisons with blue-eyed soul legend, 
Dusty Springfield. She has ploughed a 
similar furrow to Amy Winehouse, which 
has led some critics to label her as merely 
a watered down corporate plagiarist of the 
beehive-haired one. 

Since then, Duffy has devoted all of her time 
and effort in producing her second album, 
Endlessly, which was co-written with the 
legendary Albert Hammond, (father of 
Strokes guitarist Albert Hammond Jnr.), and 
recorded between London, Spain and New 
York. Alright for some, eh? 

The first single released from the album 
was Well, Well, Well at the end of last year, 
a track full of energy and attitude. Duffy 
delivers catchy melodies with punch and 
confidence throughout the album which can 


only be described as a superb follow- 
up from one of Britain’s most talented 
singers. 

Endlessly begins with soul-disco track My 
Boy and is followed by the heartbreaking, 
Too Hurt To Dance. A personal favourite 
of Duffy’s is Don’t Forsake Me, which is 
filled with emotion and longing. "This is 
the song of my life,” admits Duffy. 

The irresistible title song Endlessly 
shows the soulful singer at her lyrical 
best as she sings, "I fall asleep to a 
dream and you’re here again.” Not 
one to dwell on heartbreak, buoyancy 
comes with the after hour’s stomp of 
Lovestruck and the addictive swinging 
pop sound of Girl with Duffy’s breezy, 
sweet vocal. 

Duffy’s sublime vocal talent combined 
with the unusual sound of soul and pop, 
clearly establishes Duffy as one of the 
biggest talents in music today and will 
no doubt be storming the charts in the near 
future.

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Murder she wrote 

Catherine O'Flynne's whodunit The News Where You Are 

is a great antidote to the tired murder mystery genre, says Dean Beadle 



THE murder mystery genre is a 
minefield for writers. If not done 
' properly, it can be predictable 
and cliched. We all know the 
formula: a murder at the start; the killer 
is unmasked in the final seconds, and 
the investigator is more often than not 
an old busybody who is lured away from 
bowls and Countdown by the mere whiff 
of crime. And let's face it, when it's bad it 
can be very bad. 

Let’s take the BBC’s Murder She Wrote 
as an example. The geriatric murder- 
solving lead, Jessica Fletcher, lives in 
a small backwater village where each 
week another villager meets a sticky end. 
After hundreds of episodes, it’s a wonder 
there’s any villagers left. Whenever 
she’s in mortal peril, the police always 
arrive just in time - no one could be that 
lucky. And most importantly why, despite 
being chased, shot at and bundled into 
more cupboards than a broom, does her 
hair never move? So it’s a tough genre 
to tackle with integrity, but thankfully 
Catherine O’Flynne’s novel The News 
Where You Are manages to do just that 
whilst adding a refreshing twist to a 
genre that’s quite literally been done to 
death. 

Frank is a regional news reader with a 
lot of questions to answer. His colleague, 
Phil, has recently died in suspicious 
circumstances, and a news story about 
a man who died alone on a park bench is 
ping-ponging around his brain. Why did 
Phil die? Who was the man on the bench? 
Does anyone miss him? In this compelling 
mystery, Frank heads out on a fact- 
finding mission to get the answers. 

But this is far from being a run of the 
mill whodunit. Frank isn’t looking 


for answers because he is a crime- 
hungry jobsworth. Nor is the book 
about scandal and skulduggery. This 
beautifully gentle novel is Frank’s quest 
to make a difference - doing right by 
the dead, researching their back stories 
and doing justice to their memory. 

His investigation takes him from his 
mum’s nursing home to his own loft 
and everywhere in between. And as he 
uncovers how the two men’s lives were 
intertwined with his own, he learns to 
make peace with his own history too. As 
a result it O’Flynne’s novel mercifully 
owes more to Who Do You Think You 
Are than Murder She Wrote. 

The great joy of the book lies within 
the clever way in which its characters 
are contrasted. There’s Maureen, 
Frank’s disenchanted mother and 
Mo, his inquisitive eight year old, 
as well as Julia, his cynical and 
overambitious co-presenter (“all we do 
is bombard people with these random, 
decontextualized jumbles of facts and 
faces. Don’t you ever wonder who 
actually watched this programme?”) 

In a world of cynical and pessimistic 
social climbers, Mo shows that naivety 
and innocence is a real commodity. 

And Julia’s disdain for local news 
stories simply highlights Frank’s 
appreciation for the people behind them. 
Compelling, uplifting and intelligently 
written TNWYA carries with it some 
affecting messages and evokes powerful 
questions. How much of the past do we 
discard to make way for the needlessly 
new? How much do we forget to 
appreciate our loved ones whilst chasing 
faceless goals? What will our legacy be? 
Whilst never veering into saccharine and 


CATMIRIINI 
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preachy territory, O’Flynne’s novel is 
warm, thought provoking and touchingly 
subtle. Of course Frank solves the crime 
at the end of the novel, but by that stage 
it’s almost irrelevant in comparison to 
the very powerful and profound message 
beneath it. Remarkable. BBC television, 
take note...

Michael gets a reboot 


Keeping 
the faith 


AFTER a difficult period for 


KU Geor9e Michael he s back 


in the press for the right 
reasons. His music. 

And while the re-release of career- 
affirming solo album Faith may not be 
new material as such, he will welcome 
seeing his name in the music press and 
not on the front pages of the tabloids. 
Before he was jailed last year, 

Michael’s errant behaviour became 
a soap opera that played out in the 
redtops. His life as a popstar was a 
goldmine for the headline writers. 

Lags at Pentonville jail revelled in 
singing his biggest hit, Freedom to the 
hapless songwriter, while one wag even 
scrawled ‘WHAM!’ at the spot where his 
car hit the wall in Hampstead. 

So cynics may see the re-release of 
his 1987 album as a none-too-subtle 
chance for Michael to remind us of 
what he does best. 

But what does a re-mastered album 
actually do? Is it just an excuse for 
ailing artists to raise their profiles and 
push out lukewarm offerings from the 
twilight of their careers? A reward for 
the most loyal of fans to shell out a 
second time for albums they already 
own? 

At the very least the re-mastering 
process should bring new life to 
a record - as was the case when 
the remaining Beatles re-released 
their back catalogue last year. But 
not so with Faith. Its title track and 
album opener doesn’t leap out of the 
speakers, certainly not by modern 
standards, sounding as it does a bit flat 
and quiet, of all things. 

Let’s not forget Faith is, in its own right, 
a great pop record. One of the best of 
the decade. So why not leave it alone? 
There was nothing wrong with it. It’s an 
1980s-sounding record and no amount 
of studio-trickery is going to gloss over 
the massive drums (One More Try) and 
tinkly synths (Father Figure). 

Kissing A Fool could teach Plan B a 
thing or two about aping the 1950s, 
while A Last Resort actually sounds 
current with all of its Casio bleeps. 

So this reissue seems fairly pointless in 
that the album - to these ears at least - 
doesn’t sound any better or worse than 
the original. Of course there are the 
obligatory collector’s editions (Limited 
Edition Collectors Box Set: Two-CD/ 
DVD Special Edition, and the Two-CD 
Edition). But the absence of even a 
solitary bonus track tacked on the end 
does hint at motives other than artistic, 
and no surprise then that it wasn’t 
Freedom that got a reboot.

They came to The Valley to 
praise Chris Powell. They 
came also - with nothing 
personal intended - to bury 
Plymouth Argyle. 

The first part of the equation 
came easy, the second was 
a logical affirmation of the 
first. And, for once, the 
script worked out perfectly if 
laboriously. 

Charlton’s 21st manager 
needed no introduction to 
fans who had always regarded 
his absence as no more than 
temporary. 

They had turned up to 
emotionally welcome back 
one of their own and pitchside 
announcer Dave Lockwood, 
recovering gamely from the 
ghastliness of ‘Welcome Home’ 
by Peters and Lee, kept it 
sensibly brief and allowed 
Powell’s charisma to speak for 
itself. 

The old warrior’s last game 
on May 4, 2008, earned him 
an entry in Colin Cameron’s 
statistics as the club’s oldest- 
ever scorer at the advanced 


age of 38 years and 239 days, in 
a 4-1 defeat of Coventry City. 
Pure theatre, of course, but 
an impossible act to follow. 
Those carefree days of unique 
popularity as a player are 
history now. As an untried 
manager, he knows that the 
buck stops with him. And 
though it’s inconceivable 
that these adoring fans would 
ever turn on him, he might be 
wise to make the most of the 
honeymoon. 

During a disappointing 
first half, there was little 
evidence that Powell’s arrival 
had galvanised his side. An 
almost immobile figure to 
the left of their dug-out, he 
suffered, along with over 
16,00 home supporters, as the 
Addicks struggled to impose 
themselves. 

Clearly no disciple of the 
tic-tac school of sideline 
management (those little 
wigwams they make with 
their fingers are a personal 
but baffling favourite), he 
remained a cool and detached 
observer of the general 
mediocrity. As it turned out, 
he was biding his time. 

For ah Charlton’s 
ordinariness, it was hard

to understand Plymouth 
manager Peter Reid’s assertion 
that Argyle had been the 
better side. 

They should have retired at 
least a goal down but Alan 
McCormack horribly screwed 
an easy cross over the bar 
and Scott Wagstaff wastefully 
lobbed an excellent pass from 
Simon Francis into David 
Button’s hands. 

The solitary first half 
highlight was the mysterious 
40th-minute withdrawal of 
referee Graham who, with 
the most Gallic of shrugs, 
handed over to a linesman 
before making himself scarce. 
An optician’s appointment, 
possibly. Only kidding. 

In the sanctity of the dressing 
room, Powell’s debut interval 
pep talk bore encouraging 
fruit. After surviving a scare 
when Kari Arnason’s potent 
volley returned Christian 
Dailly’s headed clearance too 
close to Rob Elliot’s crossbar 
for comfort, he was celebrating 
the opening goal of his reign 
ten minutes into the second 
period. 

Youth’s touching optimism 
was richly rewarded with 
Wagstaff refusing to accept 
that a series of leisurely back 
passes would safely funnel 
the bah safely back to Button. 
Sure enough, the final touch 
by Marcel Seip was horribly 


under-cooked, leaving the 
keeper stranded as the 
hustling youngster accelerated 
smoothly and slipped an 
opportunist’s finish past 
him. That makes nine for the 
season so far. 

There was precious little 
prospect of the West 
Countrymen ruining the 
new gaffer’s triumphant day 
so their hosts pitched in to 
help.Matt Fry’s misdirected 
backheader momentarily 
cleared Rob Elliot but Gary 
Doherty was on hand to tidy 
up uncomfortably near the 
goalline. 

Soon afterwards, Elliot was 
ideally positioned to collect 
an overhead effort from Rory 
Patterson but the Pilgrim’s 
resistance was feeble. With 
two minutes remaining, 
there was another entry 
for Cameron’s records as 
substitute Nathan Eccleston 
joined the corps of Charlton 
scorers with his first goal for 
the club. 

Picking up Francis’ raking 
pass, the Liverpool loanee 
rode his luck with a ricochet 
off a defensive leg, which
